Leach said he is acting in ac­ 
cordance with a mandamus ac­ 
tion issued earlier this week in 
the 10’h District Court of Aopeak 
in Columbus. But the question of 
charges to employers still is no 
determined, he said, adding that 
the m atter should be brought to 
the 
immediate attention of his 
successor.

This year, against a back ground 
about Latin America and what some have 
described as a "revolution " in Britain to 
win independence from its former colony, 
ther opposition is pick ing up momentum.

One of "F idel’s” band of orig­ 
inal mountain fighters was shot 
through the head on Jan. 27. He 
was 34-year-old Miguel Reyes-Cas- 
tro, a friend so trusted that he 
was permitted to become a com ­ 
panion of none other than 
Che 
Guevara, whom the Soviets plan 
to turn into a Latin gauleiter on 
the 
South 
American 
continent 
wheneve it is possible. 


Reyes-Castro was a power in the 
Revolutionary Cuban 
Federation 
of Labor (CTC-R) and used as his 
own base the leadersh p of the Na­ 
tional Union of Tobacco Work ers, 
of which he was secretary-general. 


HAVANA’S secret police report­ 
ed the shooting as suicide. But the 
undegound sees it differently. He 
had just left Guevara when the 
bullet entered his head. He was 
rushed to he National Institute of 
Emergency Surgery. And in as 
great a rush to get to him were 
no less a group of Communist 
chiefs than the minister of labor. 
Major Augusto Martinez Sanchez; 
and high Communist party chief 
and CTC-R secretary-general. Láz­ 
aro Pena. They did not want to 
hear indirectly from the secret 
police. They wanted Reyes-Cas- 
tro’s own words if possible. 
Underground leaders, in contact 
with non-Cuban anti - Castro oper­ 
ations in Washington, believe the 
shooting was a warning from Ha­ 
vana's work ing people themselves. 


REYES - CASTRO was a mem­ 
ber of the CTC-R executive com­ 
mittee. which literally has been 
throwing 
tens 
of 
thousands 
of 
work ers 
into 
forced 
labor bat­ 
talions. 
This high command, a central 
group representing the 25 regi­ 
mented unions of Cuba, met on 
Dec. 19 in Havana. Its problem 
was to draft and mobilize white 
collar and factory employes for 
tough work in the tobacco, sugar 
cane, and rice fields 
Those who have a report on the 
meeting say it sounded lik e an old 
Moscow Central Committee ses­ 
sion 


THE SUGAR cane fields, for ex­ 
ample, were 
95.000 
men 
short. 


Without such an additional force 
scores of mills would be idle. 


Without 
grinding 
mills, 
Cuba 
will 
have few 
exports to turn 
into hard cash in foreign mark ets. 
So the labor com m issars decided 
to develop a “perm anent volunteer 
m achetero” corps. 


The executive committee order­ 
ed its affiliated 
unions 
to peel 
work ers out of industry. Those se­ 
lected must “volunteer” for field 
work in the Third People’s Sugar 
Harvest. Some will put their time 
in on week ends. This means they 
have to work five days in their 
plants or offices or stores — and 
another two days in the fields. 


To mak e certain they will not 
go back home each Saturday and 
Sunday evening, accommodations 
were set up including “ Economy 
Kitchens.’’ 
These 
have 
been 
operated at the f'elds’ edge by the 
Cuban Women’s Federation. 


THE WEEKEND work ers are 
made up of cadres whose sk ills 
are necessary to the industrial 
machinery. 


This still left a need for addi­ 
tional 
thousands 
of 
volunteer 
macheteros. So the union chiefs 
simply went into the plants a n d 
pick ed out the least needed. Then 
the labor leaders ordered the re­ 
maining work ers to step into the 
places left by the “ volunteers.” 


Since not even under Communist 
rule can one work er be in two 
places at the sam e time, the so­ 
cialist solution to this problem was 
obvious. The remaining employes 
simply have to work at night and 
over the week ends. 


This puts hundreds of thousands 
of Cubans on a seven-day w e e k - 
each day ten to 12 hours long. 


Members of unions such as the 
electrical work ers have been re­ 
quired to give up two week s of 
their vacations — and their extra 
bonus to boot. Despite all 
t hi s 
pressure the unions have 
n o t 
been able to fill their “volunteer” 
quotas. 


THE WORKERS are harassed 
by “combat alarm orders” f o r 
the 
sugar 
crop 
harvest. 
They 
have to go to interm inable rank 
and file political pet meetings to 
enthuse them 
into joining cane 
cutting 
“ shock 
battalions.” But 
they are resisting. 
The frenzied proddings have be­ 
come more and more cruel. But 
still the resistance continues. 
Tipical is what has been hap­ 
pening in Las Villas province. The 
provincial CTC-R pledged itself to 
enlist 
5.000 
“volunteer m ache­ 
teros” bv Jan. 30. Feb. 1 cam e 
and they were 2.700 men short of 
their goal. 
Add hunger to ihis pressure. 
And harassm ent by the Peoples’ 
Inspectors, 
who 
are 
the “ van­ 
guard" of the Committees for the 
Defense of the Revolution. A n y 
man who appears to be eating well 


regularly or who is not shabbily 


dressed is suspect. 


It was such torm ent as this 


which provok ed the shooting of 


Reyes-Castro. And there may be 


others.

effects of any conflict between the 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion. A direct threat, however, now 
has been made by the Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent that it plans to engage 
in a world war even if the United 
States seek s merely to protect its 
own interests in this hemisphere. 
World opinion could certainly be 
mobilized by a statem ent of all 
the facts showing what 
a danger­ 
ous step toward aggression was 
tak en only a few months ago by 
the Soviet Union when its mis­ 
siles wer# sent to Cuba. 


The Russian people themselves 
would understand the nature of 
the blunder made by their rulers 
if 
the facts 
were 
emphasized 
again and 
again 
so 
that 
they 
would 
inevitably 
penetrate the 
Iron Curtain. 
Public opinion is a tremendous­ 
ly powerful factor in internation­ 
al 
affairs. 
It 
is 
the 
principal 
weapon of moral force. When the 
facts can be convincingly present­ 
ed to show exact'y what the So­ 
viets threatened to do in Cuba, 
it 
seems 
unfortunate 
that 
a 
“ w arning” such as the minister 
of defense made in Moscow last 
week is brushed aside and no pub­ 
lic reply is made. 


The U.S. Information Agency, 
which has the task of distribut­ 
ing America’s story throughout 
the world, hardly can be blamed. 
It is told what to say by the 
president or by the secretary of 
state. If the official word is to 
ignore a speech such as Mr. Mal­ 
inovsk y made, the USIA will re­ 
main muzzled. 


THE MYSTERY is why nothing 
has been said in rebuttal by any 
high official in the government 
here. President Kennedy was at 
Palm Beach over the week end, 
but he must have read the new’s 
dispatches. He could have set in 
motion the whole process of re- 
plv mak ing 
He could have tak en cognizance 
of the Russian threat in a formal 
statem ent which might have given 
in detail the steps tak en by the 
Soviet Union 
in 
the 
last 
few 
months that constitute 
a threat 
of world conflict. 
Why wasn’t anything said or 
tk ne here? 
The only conclusion is that m ay­ 
be the Ad'ai Stevenson philosophy 
still prevails. He said the other 
day in a speech in Chicago that 
he would not be surprised if Mr. 
Khrushchev 
ultim ately 
removes 
his troops from Cuba as promised 
‘Vnless we mak e i* too em barras­ 
sing for him to back down again.” 
The em barrassm ent is one-sided. 
While fear of offending the sensi­ 
bilities of the men in the Kremlin 
seems to be part of the reason­ 
ing in Washington, no such fear 
of offending the United States ap­ 


pears to Dother the Moscov gov­ 
ernment. 


THE SOVIETS have given the 
world a dram atic txam ple of po­ 
tential aggression 
Maybe it was 
considered tactful to k eep quiet 
about this for a few week s dur- 
ini the crisis last October, but 
now that the Soviet government 
through an official spok esman, the 
m inister of defense, has voiced 
a threat of a third world war, it 
is difficult to understand why the 
government 
here 
need 
remain 
silent. 
Is the United States government 
to be intimidated by such threats? 
Or will it proceed to denounce 
the Moscow statem ent and put 
the blame for any future conflict 
where it belongs — on the shoul­ 
ders of the men who deliberately 
sent missiles and bombers cap­ 
able of carrying nuclear weapons 
to the United States from Cuba, 
only 90 miles 
away 
from 
our 
southeastern shores? 


Congress might do better to de­ 
bate the failure 
of 
the 
White 
House and State D epartm ent to 
put Am erica’s story across to the 
world than 
to » pend so much 
time on internal bick ering.

the co ng ressio nal machinery. 
His requests fo r leg islatio n are 
exp ected to be submitted within 
10 days o r so as three sep arate 
bills. 
They fall into these classifica­ 
tio ns: 
1. Educatio n. 
The main request here was that 
Co ng ress autho rize a p ro g ram to 
p ro vide 
federal 
kno w-ho w 
and 
mo ney to p ush deseg reg atio n in 
which need and seek financial 
help . 
2. Civil Rig hts Co mmissio n. 
First set up in 1957, the co m­ 
missio n g o es o ut o f business next 
Kennedy asked that its life be 
extended at least fo ur years. And 
he asked that Co ng ress autho rize 
it to exp and into a natio nal clear­ 
ing ho use to p ro vide info rmatio n, 
advice and technical help to any 
p ublic o r p rivate ag ency which 
wants them. 
3. Vo ting rig hts. 
Kennedy mentio ned this first 
and g ave it mo re attentio n than 
any o ther o f his bids fo r leg is­ 
latio n. 
“The rig ht to vo te in a free 
American electio n,” the President 
« aid, “ is the mo st p o werful and 
p recio us rig ht in the wo rld—and 
it must no t be denied o n the 
g ro unds o f race o r co lo r.’ 
He 
reco mmended, 
therefo re, 
that p rio rity treatment be g ranted 
vo ting suits in federal co urts. He 
p ro p o sed that while the suits are 
p ending federal referees be em­ 
p o wered to p ass up o n qualifica­ 
tio ns o f wo uld-be vo ters. (Under 
p resent law. referees can be ap ­ 
p o inted o nly after a co urt finds 
that discriminatio n exists.) 
These two requests—administra 
tio n o fficials said each o ffers an 
entirely new idea—wo uld ap p ly to 
bo th federal and state electio ns. 
But there wo uld be these limi­ 
tatio ns o n referees: 
They wo uld fo llo w o nly state law 
•nd state reg ulatio ns—these wo uld 
no t be chang ed. Their decisio ns 
wo uld be subject to co urt review 
They wo uld serve o nly in so me 
200 co unties, mainly in five So uth­ 
ern states, in which less than 15 
p er cent o f any racial g ro up is 
reg istered to vo te. Officials de­ 
scribed the bid fo r interim ref­ 
erees as imp o rtant because in 
terms o f time Neg ro es mig ht be 
able to reg ister and vo te imme­ 
diately rather than in two o r three 
years. 
Kennedy had two o ther requests, 
ap p licable o nly in federal elec­ 
tio ns. 
One was fo r a sp ecific ban o n 
the ap p licatio n o f different tests 
•nd standards to different p eo p le. 
The o ther was fo r a declaratio n 
that anyo ne with a sixth g rade 
educatio n is p resumed to be lit­ 
erate. 
Since a p resump tio n co uld be 
challeng ed, this latter p ro p o sal 
wo uld be less string ent than a p ro ­ 
visio n o f a literacy test bill that 
fell by the wayside in the last 
Co ng ress. Last year’» measure 
wo uld have made it a rule o f fed­ 
eral law that anyo ne who p assed 
the sixth g rade was literate fo r 
Vo ting p urp o ses. 
While he was at it, Kennedy 
urg ed every remaining state leg ­ 
islature to jo in the 13 which have 
ratified the p ro p o sed 24th Amend­ 
ment to the Co nstitutio n which 
wo uld o utlaw the p ayment o f p o ll 
taxes as a requirement fo r vo ting . 
Kennedy had no leg islatio n to 
reco mmend in the realm o f racial 
discriminatio n in emp lo yment. But 
he held a so rt o f club o ver labo r 
unio ns accused o f discriminatio n, 
•aying he ho ped administrative 
•nd leg al a ctio n wo uld ma ke leg ­ 
isla tio n unnecessa ry .

farm ers is the rapid gowth of 
the teen-age labor force. It has 
increased at the rate of 16 7,000 
per y ear in recent y ears 
Teen­ 
agers are more likely to take 
farm jobs than adu lts.” 
The departm ent also predicted 
a fu rther shift this y ear of opera­ 
tors of small m arginal farm s to 
the farm wage force.
